Galveston via Baltimore or New 
York. 
This cuts the time by a 
period of four or five days. 
On 
last Tuesday they also announced 
a cut in the steerage rates, making 
the fare from Bremen to Galveston 
$36.50 instead of <i4l.00, the rate 
that has previously been in effect. 
Mr. Batte told the Eagle man 
that as one result of this, som e of 
the cheap vacant lands in this and 
adjoining counties will soon begin 
to he peopled by* thrifty European 
immigrannts, and diversification of 
our industries and greater pros­ 
perity are sure to follow.
